He was, however, delighted to 
find that so many interesting things had 
emerged, and he gave some acéount cof his 
search for “ The Springs of Laughter’ in a 
lecture at the oyal Dublin Societys 
premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday afternoon. 
AN AMERICAN EXPERIMENT. 

When on a visit to America, he said, he 
made a somewhat similar pie os CÁ and re- 
ceived 1,500 funny stories and jokes. One 
thing that interested him in England was the 
fact that no less than 23 per cent. of the 
funny stories were based upon Mark Twain, 
Bret Harte or Artemus Ward. In the 1,500 
papers from American children he had more 
references to Charles Dickens than he had in 
the 10,000 papers from London children. One 
American child, indeed, went so far as to 
write of “Charlie Dickens.” Americans were 
also keen on stories about what goes on in 
England. <A boy of twelve years wrote a 
story which Mr. Lloyd George had told 
against himself, A would-be suicide by 
drowning was saved by another man, who, 
when commended for his action, said that it 
was nothing.

At thirteen years 
of age they began to think things out for 
themselves, and from fourteen: to eighteen 
years boys fancied W. W. Jacobs and girls 
Ian Hay. There was also a tendency to go in 
for stories holding people up to ridicule.

SHEEP THIEF SENT TO JAIL. 


MAN OF ‘** HIGH STEALING 
CAPACITY.” 

At the Cork County Criminal Court yester- 
day, before Circuit Court Judge Kenny, William 
Collins, Cloyne, who had pleaded guilty on 
Thursday to the larceny of two sheep, the 
property of Daniel Buckley, was put forward, 
when evidence was given by Dr. Hegarty.

The Two Ameticas. 


Despite criticism from Congress and 
by many leading newspapers, the United 
States Government continues to intervene 
actively in Nicaraguan affairs. Indeed, it 
seems to have taken full responsibility for 
the peace of the little Republic. Admiral 
Latimer’s marines again are policing the 
northern towns, and, in pursuing their 
nominal task—the protection of North 
American lives and property—are con- 
triving very effectively to establish the 
Conservative régime of General Diaz. A 
few days ago the General’s troops were 
routed by those of his Liberal riva], Dr. 
Sacasa, who could have seized the capital 
if Admiral Latimer had not stopped him. 
His position is now so difficult that he pro- 
poses, apparently, to abandon the struggle 
against General Diaz, “ in order to save 
Nicaragua, if nothing more, the risk of 


an absurd, unequal war with the United 
States.' - In the Senate; on Thursday, 
Senator Borah launched a strong attack 
against Washington’s virtua] adoption of 
General Diaz’s cause; but it is clear 
from Mr. Kellog’s statement to the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate that the Government has com- 
mitted itself definitely to the policy of 
intervention in Nicaragua. Mr. Kellog 
insists that such intervention.is necessary 
in the vital interest of. national defence 
and for the uninterrupted development of 
trade. He justifies it on the ground that 
his Government has secured by treaty with 
Nicaragua all rights required for the con- 
struction of a second canal. 

The public opinion of.the United States 
may - accept the. fait accomplt ~ in 
Nicaragua, but'it is gravely disturbed by 
the Góvernmeht's policy in Mexico. 
There is a deeply rooted suspicion among 
men of - parties that the pressure of 
certain. “‘ interests’’ is . driving Mr. 
Coolidge’s * Administration towards the 
verge of war. with Mexico and, perhaps, 
into adventures’ that might trouble the 
peace of the whole Continent. 
President Calles ‘is an unpleasant 
neighbour. He has enraged an important 
section of the United States electorate by 
his treatment. of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Mexico. He has" challenged 
high finance in the United States by the 
new. laws which, in effect, expropriate 
foreigners from the secure ownership of 
Mexican mines. The mass of American 
citizens, however, is not moved by the 
religious crisis in Mexico, and, as the 
result of recent scandals, is entirely out of 
sympathy with the Wall street oil 
interests. Its chief desire is that the un- 
ruly people of Mexico shall be left to their 
own devices.. The -hands of President 
Calles, at this time, are full of trouble. 
He admits that insurgents are in arms in 
six of the twenty-seven States of Mexico. 
The revolt is being organised by Mexican 
refugees in United States territory, but 
hitherto Washington has put a strict 
embargo on the export of arms. If the 
embargo were raised, the rebels could 
obtain ample supplies of war material ; 
and the withdrawal of American recogni- 
tion at a crucial moment might shake the 
Mexican Government to its foundations. 
American. opinion is not sure that 
Washington does not contemplate these 
measures, which might drive President 
Calles into an act of war. 

A war with Mexico’ might bring the 
United States into conflict with the whole 
of Latin America. In recent months 
President Calles has assumed leadership 
of the movement which seeks to check 
the growing control of United States 
diplomacy and finance over “Central 
American ‘affairs; and now the. United 
States Government has accepted Mexico’s 
challenge inthis larger field. It declares 
openly that the creation of a Central 
American bloc, under a Mexican. hege- 
mony, would be ‘hostile to ‘Washington’ 8

The Sides of Cities. . 

“There are two ‘sides to ap 4 cities’: as 
well as to most questions. A 
than the Thames separates North ‘London’ 
from .South London. To. the dwellér on 
the bracing heights. of Highgate. “and | 
| Hampstead the mild, old-fashioned suburbs 
beyond the river are repugnant. To the 
native of the South the new, progressive’ 
suburbs of the North are equally distaste- 


ful. In no city, perhaps; ate people mófé. 


closely attached to their own side than in 
Belfast. Dwellers under the shadow of 
Cave Hill, on the Antrim road and along 
the Loughside, declare themselves lonely 
when they pay even a fleeting. visit to the 
wooded suburbs stretching towards Dun- 


murry. In Dublin dwellers in the “ South | 


side,” if ever they cross the river, seldom 
go. farther afield than Nelson's Pillar, 
until, perhaps, they. make a final journey 
to Glasnevin. Cabra, Clontarf, Drum- 
condra are to them names that mean as 
little as Cambodia or Cathay. North side 
inhabitants, going South, fare no farther 
than College Green, or, perhaps, Grafton 
street. To be born in either half of Dublin 
is’ to be attached for life to that side. 
Long since, in the Contention of the Bards, 
the Northern and Southern halves of 
Ireland quarrelled for precedence; and 
conversations between residents of North 
and South Lublin sometimes are equally 
vehement. South Dublin certainly is the 
more picturesque and more romantic. The 
North has no such scenery as that which 
surrounds the Alpine village of Dundrum 
with coloured beauty. It is too far re- 
moved from the historic wonders of Meath 
and the Boyne Valley to have anything 
to offer in competition with the splendours 
of County Wicklow, towards which the 
Southern suburbs reach, Geology has 
made the very texture of the South side 
fascinating and varied, and amid natural 
advantages noble estates and great houses 
are situated. The North, on the other 
hand, has powerful claims of its own. 
Instead of a relaxing mountain air, it 
possesses an atmosphere sharpened by the 
sea and by the winds that move over wide 
expanses. Its surroundings, although little 
diversified, at this season present the 
brown, rolling curves of ploughed land 
that please the eye of people of country 
rearing. Along its several highways, lead- 
ing from the harbour to the agricultural 
hinterland, there is a ceaseless tide of 
traffic that is an emblem of activity and 
progress. The laden wains and the distant 
masts of ships stimulate the mind. The 
“ North-sider,” contending for his half, 
moreover, tells his opponent that to live 
under the mountains is not to appréciste'| 
them aright,.and that it is only from the 
high roads of the North that the Dublin 
hills can be enjoyed. On these. wintry 
days the sunset, seen over the glittering 
bay, behind the extensive range, is an 
exhilarating spectacle; and in summer 
time the peaks and curving ridges—which 
the ‘‘ South-sider’’. never see all at 
once—suggest the Promised Land beheld 
by Moses, or the slopes over which. the 
old-time hunters ranged. ‘From the con- 
tenfion one certain conclusion emerges— 
| that in Dublin; North’ and South, ‘the 
Irish people possess no mean city. 


A Mystery of Art. 


The present Mexican Government, in 
furtherance of its general poligy of de- 
veloping an independent Mexican con- 
sciousness, has caused ancient” Mexican 
art to be studied in the schools, For more 
than a century’ the stepped pyramids of 
Central America, so curiously suggestive of 
the Old World, have puzzled archeologists, 
and theorists have braved ridicule in con- 
tending for the existence of communica- 
tion, in prehistoric times, between : the 
hemispheres. ‘Now a discovery has ‘been 
made which—in the opinion of Professor 
G.: Elliot Smith, .who writes upon the 
subject in The Times—definitely establishes 


a primitive link between East and West. 
Some ninety years. ago a French artist, 


M; Frédéric de Waldeck, made drawings 
of the sculptured walls of ruined palaces 
in Mexico. His work was believed to be 
lost, but now it has been.found in certain 
archives in Chicago. The drawings—which 
are published for the first time in Tha 
Times—depict carvings whose existence 
in that land of ruin had become a legend. 
They reveal unmistakable elephant heads, 
here facing the beholder, with lifted trunk, 
and elsewhere in profile, with trunk curled 
in under tusks. Now, as every schoolboy 
knows, the elephant is unknown, save as 
an’ imported curiosity, in the American 
Continent. How, then, came elephants’ 
heads. to appear in the designs of Mayan 
and Aztec artists, wielding hammer and 
chisel, ages before Amerigo and Columbus 
opened the sea road to the New World? 
No answer is possible, save that in 
primitive and unrecorded times: Asia and 
South America were in communication. 
Professor Elliot Smith goes so far as to 
suggest the period at which intercourse 
took place. He draws attention to the 
fact that a stucco slab drawn by Waldeck, 
in which elephants’ heads: alternate with 
a floral shamrock-like | emblem, closely’ 
resemble the art of the ‘T’ang’ “petiod in’

A BUSY CENSOR. 


1.719 FILMS INSPECTED 


LAST YEAR, 


The Film Censor in the Irish Free 
State during the year 1926 examined 1,719 
films of a total length of 5,366,660 feet. 
Of these films 1,327 came under the head- 
ing “drama, while 392 dealt with 
‘* interest ’’ subjects. 

Of the dramas 181, with a total length 
of 426,499 feet, had to be reviewed. The 
Censor reje@ed 121, or 9.1 per cent., and 
cut 166, or 12.5 per cent. A few of the 
‘* interest ' films had also to be cut. There 
were 25 appeals, in which 184,199 feet of 
film were involved. The censor’s decision 


was reversed in two cases, and the remain- 
ing seven films were passed with certain 
cuts. Twenty-seven films were submitted 
as educational films which should be per- 
mitted to enter the Free State free of 
duty. Of these applications nineteen were 
granted and eight were refused. 

Six educational films were passed free 
from censor’s fees by order of the Minister 
for Justice. 

The censor rejected 262 pictorial adver- 
tisements, consisting of posters, ' stills,’’ 
blocks and slides. )

DISCOVERED BY JESUIT 
FATHER.

Press telegrams from Seville state that the 
Jesuit Father, Marian Cuevas, discovered 
yesterday among the archives of the College 
of Notaries, at Seville, the will of Hernando

FORGED PASSPORTS SEIZED. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The Paris detectives to-day arrested in a 
luxurious apartment in the Rue Leon three 
more members of a band of international 
thieves, for which they have been hunting 
for some time past, two of whom “were 
arrested yesterday. 

To-day’s bag included two men and a 
woman, all of whom are. described as 
Americans, who held forged American pass 

rts, 

Little doubt is felt that one of the men 
arrested today was, with the man arrested 
vesterday, who posed as an international 
hroker’s agent, responsible for ar A 
Dutch business man at Zurich on September 
4th last to the extent of two million francs. 

Numerous advertisements of this so-called 
Lroker’s agency, which, in fact, was non- 
existent, as well as cheque books of imaginary 
banks were found at the residence of one of 
the men. These documents had been used 
to bolster up the supposed existence of 
imaginary credits, in order to facilitate the 
frauds. An engraved stamp of an American 
authority was also found for use in tho 
forging of passports. ne 

The plan of the gang was to seek victims 
on the Atlantic liners between America and 
Europe, and among rich foreigners frequent- 
ing the racecourses and railway termini, 
They led a hrxurious life, and at the time 
of their arrest one of them was in possession 
of 50,000 francs, and the second 30,000 in 
different currencies, besides costly jewellery. 

In addition to these possessions the police 
seized a magnificent motor car, used by the 
gang for rapid transport. Besides its 
swindling activities the gang appears to have 
been engaged in the drug trafic.—(Reuter.) 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC.

STILL SPREADING IN EUROPE.

GENEVA, Friday. 

The influenza epidemic is spreading through- 
out Europe, making serious ravages in 
Czecho-Slovakia, Denmark, Belgium, as well 
as in Switzerland, where it is believed that 
the epidemic originated. 

Last week more than 3,000 new cases were 
reported at Basle, and in the week ending 
January 8th 3,049 new cases were reported in 
Geneva. Forty-two deaths are reported from 
Basle, the victims being chiefly adult women. 

Central, Southern, and Eastern France and 
Germany are becoming increasingly affected 
with the epidemic, although Spain and Italy 
have not been stricken thus far with a serious 
epidemic, only sporadic cases being reported.

It may be taken for granted, it is stated, 
that everything possible will be done to 
defend the foreign settlements in Shanghai 
and elsewhere, should they be threatened 
by mob violence, as was the British Con- 
cession at Hankow. It is, however, pointed 
out that the defence of the International 
settlement and the French Concession at 
Shanghai is not solely a British concern ; 
it is am international question, and there 
is reason to believe that the defence of the 
foreign interests in Shanghai is being dis- 
cussed by the British and the other 
Governments concerned. More than that 
cannot be said at present. 

It is not to be supposed that the British 
Government, or any of the Powers in- 
terested in China, have the least wish to 
embark on a war against that country. 

The British policy towards the Chinese 
Nationalist movement has been clearly ex- 
pressed in Great Britain’s Note to the 
Powers, which emphasises the view of His 
Majesty’s Government on the change of 
conditions in that country. “This implies 
no intehtion of giving up anything as the 
result of threats. 

Great Britain, whose interests in China 
are economic and not political, has no in- 
tention of interfering in any way with in- 
ternal Chinese politics. It should, how- 
ever, be émphasised that she will use 
every means in her power to protect the 
lives and property of her nationals, :

Mr. O'Malley, Counsellor of the British, 
Legation at Peking, had a long conversa- 
tion last evening with Mr. Eugene Chen, 
the Nationalist Foreign Minister. The 
conversation is being continued to-day. 

Following his meeting with Mr. O'Malley 
last night, Mr. Chen sent a message to the 
authorities at Changsha, as a result of 
which the situation there is much relieved. 
This morning a wireless message from 
Changsha states that the gunboat Wood- 
cock, is leaving with the women and 
children fugitives on board. 

This afternoon huge processions were. 
formed on the border of the British Con-. 
cession for the purpose of welcom- 
ing Chiang Kai-Shek, the Nationalist 
Commander-in-Chief. As every employé 
was ordered by his union to take part im 
the demonstration, all business was sus- 
pended. The Britie: Concession is quiet. 

-To-nicht torchlicht processions marched 
through the streets, and at the racecourse 
a mass meeting was held, attended by 
20,000 persons. Chiang Kai-Shek was the 
chief speaker, and the meeting was also 
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addresáed by important members of the 
Nationalist Government. 

The ‘crowd was exhorted to follow Sun 
Yat-Sen’s principles, and to support the 
Kuomintang (Nationalist Revolutionary 
Party)| as by its efforts alone imperialism 
could ibe defeated, and the “' unequal” 
treaties abolished. “ 

A namber of Sikhs joined in the proces- 
sion. |Eleven of them have been appointed 
propagandists, and one made a speech. 

At present the coolies and their unions 
seem to believe that they can carry on 
‘their present activities against the law and 
recognised authority. If the coming of 
Chiang Kai-Shek means the exercise of 
authority, the lower classes may be made 
to aid in the restoration of business and 
in the solution of urgent problems. 

In certain quarters confidence is felt 
that Chiang Kai-Shek will put an end to 
mob rule in the Concession. 

The, refugee women and children from 
Ichang and Shasi have arrived here on 
board the Kiangwo, and are. proceeding 
down the river to Sar Wo to-night.

“The burden of taxation,” proceeded, 
Mr. Blythe, “on this country. is hear aí ; 
I realise’ that as fully as anybody, but I 
find that some of the attention given to 
the. burden of taxation is only anothér 
way of asking the Government to du every-

“There are people who want to be made 
prosperous by having the Government 
spend millions of money on any sort of 
scheme. They want to have prosperity 
brought to them by having the Govern- 
ment do this, that, and the other thing. 

“ I realise fully the need for economy, 
and I realise what a help it ‘would. be if 
there were a substantia] reduction in taxa- 
tion, but that is not the only thing.

It is 
heavy because this country is undeveloped 
and because. there-is no industry or an 
accumulation of wealth in the country.

Schemes that were likely to be 
failures they could not ‘afford, but their 
financial strength represented in the present 
position. of national loan: was such. that any 
sound scheme of development could be 
financed.

Statistics issued by the Government of 
the Argentine Republic indicate that inter- 
national exports last year were valued at 
795,000,000 pesos, while the value of imports 
was §830,000,000 pesos. his shows an 
apparent adverse trade balance of 55,000,000 

os. 
The gold reserve of the nation on the Ist 
November, 1926, in Argentine rg cm 
was—In the Caja de Conversion, 451,782,986 ; 
in the banks, 24,263,053. There were 
1,519,797,739 Argentina paper pesos in cir- 
culation on the 1st December. . 

The financial year marks a surplus of 
2,000,060 pesos paper, Argentine currency. 

The population of the Republic is, according 
to. the latest — statistics, slightly over 
10,300,000. During the first eleven months of 
1926 there arrived in the Argentine 303,000 
immigrants, while there. were {000 
emigrants. The number of emigrants is 
accounted for by the fact that a number of 
Spaniards and fichebe go to the Argentine 
every year for seasonal employment and 
return to the homeland when they have 
earned sufficient money. 

In*1926 the State had working in Comodore 
Rivadavia 341. oil wells, which give a net 
‘production of 705,300 metres of oil. The 
distillery of La Plata, belonging to the 
Government, distils about 2,500 tons of crude 
oil daily.

THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE .RIS.1 TIMES.. 
Srr,—It is not easy to define the place 
which the Gaelic language has held and stil) 
holds in Ireland. It cannot be among 
the dead languages; for, although in the 
nineteenth century it was sick unto death, it 


mever quite succumbed or lost its power of 


speech. Yet it is doubtful if we can give it 
a place among the living tongues of modern 
Europe; for life implies. constant and in- 
cessant adaptation to changing conditions, 
and prior to the Gaelic revival we can find 
no such adaptation in the Lingua Hibernica, 
Unlike English, French, German and Italian, 
it has not for many centuries, and is 
not even at present, the natural and inevit- 
able medium of the thought and life of Irish 
men of letters. We possess an Anglo-Irish 
literature, with a delicate flavour of its own; 
but of modern Gaelic literature hardly more 
than “ the niggardly libation from ‘a shattered 
urn.” 

By the three factors which were so in- 
fluential in fashioning the languages of 
modern Europe—the Renaissance, the 
Reformation and the invention of printing— 
— and its language were hardly touched 
(I.) The Renaissance :— 

While Western and Central Europe were re- 
discovering the lost treasures of Hellenic art 
and culture and finding in them an extra- 
ordinary stimulus and jnspiration, Ireland 
was the prey of incessant conflicts between 
bellicose. chiefs, during which the English 
garrison was trying to maintain a precarious 
existence along the coast of Dublin and 
Louth and in some of the fortified towns of 
the South. Without. peace Ireland could not 
develop the arts of peace or enjoy its fruits. 
Apart from religion, she had no commerce 
with the things of the spirit, and, therefore, 
could have no intercourse with the thoughts 
which were fermenting in Europe. 

(II.) The Reformation :— 

e Reformation also failed, because it 
came thither not as a religious, but as a 
political, movement. For the ‘‘ mere’’ Irish, 
and, for that matter, most of the old Anglo- 
Norman families, who were dubbed 
“‘degenerate English,” it signified not a 
purer form of Christianity, but the domina- 
tion of this country by English laws, customs 
and language, and subsequently English con- 
uests and plantations, in which good Catholic 
Boson Mary set the example by annexing 
Leix and Offaly. Had it come as a religious 
movement to Ireland, had she been inde- 
pendent like Scotland, and missionaries, not 
politicians, had been sent as her reformers, 
they would, no doubt, have used Gaelic as 
the vehicle of the Reformation, and thereby 
infused it with a new spirit, and possibly, by 
means of the Gaelic Bible, made it the medium 
of modern thought. Dis aliter visum. 
(III.) The Invention of Printing :— 

By this third factor neither the people nor 
their language benefited at all. Queen 
Elizabeth, indeed, as Mr. John Eglinton re- 
minds us, exhibited at one time a mild in- 
terest in the language and issued a fount of 
Irish types with which the New Testament 
and Book of Common Prayer were printed 
and published by William O’Donnell, Arch- 
bishop of Tuam, -at, the beginning of the 
seventeenth century; but, as the rights of 
publication belonged exclusively to the 
Crown and its Ministers, not a single manu- 
script of Ireland’s ancient or current literature 
could be printed. 

It is doubtful if O’Donnell’s translations 
found many readers; for most of the Gaelic 
population were illiterate, and, coming from 
such a source, it was hardly likely to com- 
mend itself to the remnant who were able to 
read the vernacular.. Queen Elizabeth’s types 
were subsequently sold to, or captured by, 
the Jesuits and conveyed to their Irish 
College at Douai, where they were used to 
print religious tracts; but neither in this nor 
in any of the Irish colleges on the Continent 
were they ever used to print Ireland’s pagan 
folklore or the contemporary works of Keating 
and the Four Masters. Nor during the 
nineteenth century did the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy evince any extraordinary sympathy 
with the preservation of the language. They 
could, had they wished, have killed the 
National Board of Education, but, as a matter 
of fact, they did nothing of the sort. 

However, our chief interest is not so much 
in the past history of the Irish language and 
its suppressed development as in its future 
prospects. The study of Irish is compulsory 
now in all schools, primary and secondary, 
in the twenty-six counties, which are receiv- 
ing Government grants. Protestants as well 
as Roman Catholic children are being taught 
its rudiments, and are, at the same time, 
acquiring some knowledge of Ireland’s folk- 
lore and. antiquities, If this knowledge helps 
to eradicate deep-rooted prejudices, political 
and religious; if it becomes the common 
gs of feciprocity and fellowship, it may 
»e well worth the price. It may ahs enrich 
the thought and give a flavour of its own, as 
it has undoubtedly to the works of our Anglo- 
Irish poets and dramatists; but whether a 
modern Gaelic literature will also’ be evolved 
is very doubtful. 

The English tongue has been for so long 
domesticated, it has proved such an efficient 
and serviceable—I would almost say such a 
bounteous—helpmeet that to divorce it 
a mensa et thoro would be madness, if it 
was not quite impracticable. So long as 
English remains domesticated, so long as our 
children lisp in English, it will be the 
language in which they will think and live 
and move, and, if they become men of letters, 
it will be the language through which they 
will express their life and thoughts and move- 
ments. At present there are a few scholars 
who can think and speak with equal fluency 
in both tongues. To them, and them alone, 
we must look for the evolution of a modern 
Gaelic literature. Yet one wonders how many 
of them will be self-sacrificing enough to deny 
themselves. the use of a tongue which has 
all the compass and melody of a grand organ 
for one which, like the Irish harp, can render 
the plaintive music of its melancholy tones, 
but hes never yet been the instrument of a 
great metaphysic. Not only so, but will they 


in like manner be content to limit their 
appeal to the small company of the devoted 
students of the 7T'eanga when, if they chose, 
they might have an auditorium comprehend- 
ing. the culture and learning of the British 
rr and the United States of America? 

If the position of the Irish language to-day 
was analogous to that of English in the days 
of Geoffrey Chaucer, when Latin was the 
i ia of learning and science, then our 
Gaelic scholars might do for the Gaelic what 
Chaucer did for the English when he made 
it the organ of a great literature; but this is 
no longer true of the Irish tongue. It has 
ceased to be the vehicle of popular thought 
and life. It has been said that the hand 
which racks the cradle rules the world; yes, 
and the voice which sings— 

“ Hushaby, baby, on the. meypins i 

When the wind blows the cradle will rock, 
When the bough bends the cradle will fall; 
_ Down comes cradle, baby. all ”— 
it, and, it alone, will decide the future and 
fate of the grand old tongue,—Yours, etc...

INCOME TAX REPAYMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRTSH TIMES. 

Sir,—Will you kindly permit me to inquire 
from some of your a A sú who understand 
the process of repayment of income tax by 
England prior to the operation of form K 1 
in 1926-27 if I am entitled to take into 
consideration, in calculating the repayment, 
the first £225 of my total income at the 
reduced rate of 2s.? I am unmarried and 
without incumbrance. I have earned income 
£180, with private means of £170, total in- 
come £350. My allowances are one-sixth, 
plus £135, or £165; therefore, my taxable 
earned income is £15. 

I claim that, if I was an Englishman living 
in England and my income was entirely 
derived from a British source, the repay- 
ment would be the first £225 of my total 
income, less £15, or £210 at 2s.—say, £21. 
I have, however, received a communication 
stating that only £185 at 2s. can be allowed, 
because that is my total taxable income, and 
that the remainder—£165—must bear 4s, in 
working out the repayment; and, in order to 
obtain relief up to £225, my income must 
reach £390, or £40 a year more than | 
have got. Of course, as | am an Irish- 
man, and my income is not entirely derived 
from a British source, the actual repayment 
is based on a decimal point as between 
income liable to British tax and the total 
income; but in that calculation should I be 
allowed £225 at 2s. or only £185! It makes 
a difference of sóme pounds in the repay- 
ment.—Yours, etc., ** DouBTFUL.’”’

EXTRAVAGANT COMPANIONS 
LEAD TO EMBEZZLEMENT. 


William Gibson, a pay-clerk employed by 
the Glasgow Eastern Co-operative Society, 
was sentenced yesterday in the High Court, 
Edinburgh, to four years penal servitude for 
embezzling £3,565, and uttering forged 
cheques relating to that sum.

The 
defalcations, he added, were distovered by a 
new accountant at the bank, on the first 
occasion that one of the altered cheques was 
presented to him.

A Portable Totalisator. 

The working of the Totalisator was de- 
monstrated in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, yesterday 
by Messrs. R. Tannen and IR. Wallace, of the 
British Automatic Totalisators, a company 
which proposes to register a ate com- 
pany in Dublin for the manufacture and 
operating of the machine in this country. The 
machine, which is capable of issuing 10,000 
tickets on each race, can be made le. 
It is electrically worked, but when the Shan- 
non scheme has been completed and is in full 
working order, whatever drawbacks there may 
be in that respect should be considerably 
minimised. 

By way of explanation it was pointed out 
by the demonstrators that if bets were 
made on a race, and assuming that 10 per 
cent. would cover commission and expenses, 
the net amount of the pool would be 200 
shillings, or £10; and further assuming that 
twenty backed the winner at £1 each, they 
would each receive £10. 

It is claimed that the approximate cost of 
working the machine is 3 per cent. of 
the takings—if 10,000 tickets were sold—plus 
the Government tax and a percentage to be 
allowed to the race company or for horse- 
breeding. The balance would go to the 
backers, who would see by the recording 
machine how much they won or lost. During 
the day many racing men were keenly in- 
terested in the demonstrations.
